Hands the Doddies ‘Two Inter-breed Grand Championships 


The 36th Annual American Royal Live 
Stock Show held this year October 20th to 
27th instead of just prior to the Interna- 
tional was favored with splendid weather 
even though there occurred several rain 
periods, mostly at night. Conditions in the 
yards were excellent where the getting 
around was much improved over some of 
the shows held later in the season. The 
change is good, and was greatly appreciat- 
ed by the vast throngs that crowded the 
place from the time the gates swung open 
to greet the 4-H’ers and the Vocational 
students with their splendid exhibits until 
the final sales were held on the closing day. 

The Golden Jubilee Anniversary of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders Association has 
been running all summer in so far as the 
exhibits are concerned. Kansas City has 
seen none better than the display made 
there this year. Nine full herds greeted 
Judge “Milt” Tudor, of the famous Glyn 
Mawr Farms, Olin, Iowa, who was called 
upon to place the breeding classes as well 
as the open steer classes in the Aberdeen- 


Angus breed. A splendid piece of work he 
did from beginning to end. It was his to 
find the grand champion steer over all 
breeds within the ranks of the Aberdeen- 
Angus showmen—this being the first prize 
and champion junior yearling M. F. Ches- 
terfield, shown on this page—undoubtedly 
one of the finest specimens of the breed out 
in many years. This bullock was shown by 
Marshall Farms, Lafayette, Indiana, and 
was sired by Burgess Marshall 3d, and bred 
by Elliott Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa. Being 
out of the same cow as the 1932 Ogden 
grand champion Thickset shown by Elliott 
Brown. M. F. Chesterfield was not sold in 
the auction at the close of the show. 

Out in the yards A. H. Schmidt of Tarkio 
fame upheld the carlot banner when his ex- 
cellent load of blacks won the grand cham- 
pionship over all breeds—they being of his 
own raising and fitting. This same feeder 
carried away the Hereford championship in 
carlots also. However the judges consider- 
ed the Aberdeen-Angus load easy the best 
in the yards. Schmidt seems to have that 


extra knack of putting what the judges are 
looking for, on the backs of his steers. The 
loads attracted large crowds of admirers 
not alone in the finished section but out in 
the feeder section as well where the Blacks 
had a very fine showing—the calves coming 
from several different states. 

The breeding show was about as hot as 
anyone could wish to see. The Fullertons 
of Oklahoma followed the precedent set by 
Congdon & Battles last year by taking both 
the bull and female grand championships. 
Elliott Brown won the junior bull cham- 
pionship with a decidedly promising, smooth 
young bull, Edwin Burgess by the champion 
Burgess Marshall 3d and out of the cham- 
pion Edwina of Wheatland. Marshall Farms 
secured the junior championship ticket for 
females with the splendidly balanced little 
heifer Blackcap Tolan 35th by Eileenmere 
32d and out of Blackcap Missie—a real lit- 
tle cow with about the sweetest front to 
be found anywhere. 

_ The senior and grand championship bull 
ticket went to Fullerton’s two year old 
Black Peer 456385 by the 
late Erie Revolution 404801 
who was a full brother in 
blood to the International 
grand champion Revolution 
100th, both being out of EI- 
ga Elliott 29th. The same 
exhibitor brought forward 
the last year’s grand cham- 
pio. female at the Royal to 
turn the same trick this time 
—this being none other than 
Barbara of Rosemere 100th a 
daughter of Prizemere 32d, 
and winner also of the 1933 
International grand cham- 
pion honors for females. She 
is looking even better than 
last year. This little cow 
has done wonderfully well. 

In the aged bull class 
Wayland Hopley’s Bar Qual- 
ity by Quality Marshall 3d 
defeated the Fullerton entry 
Eroica of St. Albans by Em- 
ulous for first place in a 
pretty hot class of four aged 
bulls. The runnerup in the 
two year old class was Beau 
of St. Albans by Emulous,

As a result the sale started right 
off with snap and the bidding was prompt 
until the last.

A goodly number of the 
tops of this sale will soon, if all indications 
are correct, be rated at a handsome markup 
in value for surely as days go by prices on 
good pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
going up. Those who purchased at this 
sale certainly were lucky in taking advant- 
age of prices just as they start to ascend 
into new levels. 

On every hand the talk was to replace 
with better cattle. Several new men were 
present who anticipate soon to secure found- 
ation herds.

Her full sister 
Chimera of Wheatland 2d won the two year 
old class for Marshall with Miller & Kemp 
second with Eris M. K. 2d by Glencarnock 
Revolution 6th. The blue rolled Marshall- 
way again when the Canadian champion 
senior yearling Barbara M of Anoka by 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page defeated Hop- 
ley’s good smooth heifer Barbara Quality 
3d by Quality Marshall 3d. 

Marshall was strong again in the junior 
section when his junior champion Blackcap 
Tolan 35th bested Miller & Kemp’s Black- 
berry 59th by Eileenmere 32d, this pair be- 
ing half sisters, both by the same bull. Bar- 
bara 8th of Sunbeam by Elban of Sunbeam 
won the summer yearling class of six for 
Fullerton when she defeated St. Albans en- 
try Blackcap 14th of St. Albans by Eroica 
of St. Albans.

It is 
doubtful whether a finer set of young cat- 
tle have ever been presented to a judge 
than were paraded here at Kansas City this 
year. 

The coveted Get of Sire prize went to 
Marshall showing the get of Revolution 
41st; Brown showed the get of Revolution 
84th to second place and Hopley was third 
with a get by Quality Marshall 3d. 

On Wednesday afternoon the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders lined up nine groups of ten 
head each before a packed house—not a 
single seat was vacant in the big auditor- 
ium and the rails were packed to witness 
Henry Marshall win the beautiful silver 
tea set which was offered for the best ten 
Aberdeen-Angus from one herd. 

Throughout the judging the seats and the 
rail along the Aberdeen-Angus section were 
packed to witness Jurge Tudor place the 
ribbons. It was generaily conceded that 
the 1934 American Royal entries were not 
a common sort, but rather that they were 
the kind that would require a lot of atten- 
tion at the coming International Jubilee 
where they will have to be reckoned with.

BARGAIN DAYS OVER— 
AND ARE WE GLAD. 

The Government’s relief program and the 
drouth combined to bring about a situation 
a few months ago, the likes of which had 
never been witnessed in the country. Breed- 
ers almost everywhere were caught with- 
out feed and in many instances without 
water. As a result there was a wholesale 
movement to the shambles and to Southern 
pastures where grass was abundant. Dur- 
ing the flurry to find relief many a man 
took advantage of the situation and pur- 
chased at market prices and sometimes al- 
mest for less money pure bred cattle that 
have been moved to the more fortunate sec- 
tions and there will be kept in the breeding 
business. As a result the market has been 
pretty well cleaned. In other words the 
pure bred breeders’ herds and farms re- 
semble in quite a marked degree the feed- 
ers’ yards after the finished cattle have 
gone to market—the “cupboard is bare.” 

Everywhere surplusses have been moved. 
Those in search for bulls of any degree of 
age are going to be sadly disappointed for 
they are not going to be available in any 
breed, and more especially is this true in 
Aberdeen-Angus circles. The day is past 
when a breeder must take market prices 
for his cattle. When grass comes next 


spring the clamor for breeding stock is 
going to carry prices to new high levels in 
spite of any situation that may exist in the 
political or economic arena. Prices have 
just started to move upward. There are 
still a few spots where bulls of serviceable 
ages are available. The forthcoming sales 
—Tolan—Strathmore—and the Golden Ju- 
bilee sale at Chicago will furnish about the 
last opportunities for buyers to save money 
by making purchases this fall. To those 
who are looking for seed stock with which 
to improve their herds or those looking for 
foundation material let us urge attendance 
at all three sales. More quality cattle will 
go through these sales than will be seen at 
auction for some time in the future. Breed- 
ers supporting these sales are retaining all 
the cattle they can properly handle for fu- 
ture operations and it is doubtful whether 
others holding cattle of similar quality can 
be induced to let them go in the very near 
future. 

The beef cattle business never looked 
better to us—and especially is this true as 
it has to do with Aberdeen-Angus. “Buy 
Doddies now and save money” might prove 
a fine slogan for us all to adopt.

PURE BRED 
EMERGENCY OVER. 

In so far as emergency relief is concern- 
ed in connection with the pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding business the story has 
been pretty well told. In other words ex- 
cept in the driest districts the pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders are coming to the 
front with flying colors, for theirs is the 
breed that has been able to withstand the 
test. The demand has increased to such 
extent within the last few weeks that there 
is, and quite rightly so, some alarm as to 
whether the breeders are going to be able 
to supply the trade by springtime of 1935. 
Private treaty sales are increasing at a 
rapid rate and the Mercer county sale is a 
good example of what is in store for the 
men who have preserved with care good 
seed stock. More men are looking for good 
bulls now than has been the case at this 
time of year for several seasons past. The 
encouraging feature about it all is that 
these men are quite willing to part with a 
good substantial price when they find what 
they want. In many sections of the coun- 
try the trend is strongly Aberdeen-Angus- 
ward. Who can remember the day when so 
many cattle were being sold from the small- 
er and newer herds of this country? That 
is a healthy sign in trade circles and is 
backed by the report from Secretary Tom- 
have’s office to the effect that transfers 
are frequently, the past few months, in ex- 
cess of registrations.

REGISTRATION. 


The Journal has always been an ardent . 


supporter of the policy of keeping all good 
pure bred cattle registered, especially if 
they are of quality that warrants their use 
for breeding purposes. That registrations 
are important is fast coming to light the 
past few weeks since so many are turning 
to the purchase of pure bred beef cattle 
with which to restock their farms and pas- 
tures. Scarcely anyone will pay as much 
for an animal without a registration cer- 
tificate no matter if that animal is to be 
used in the production of commercial cat- 
tle. The certificate is a guarantee as to 
the purity of the breeding and buyers are 
always willing to advance their prices suf- 
ficient to make the process of registering 
very profitable to the breeder. This was 
found to be quite true when Uncle Sam 
stepped in with his emergency program and
